DETAILED ACTION 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because in Fig. 1, there are two reference signs "36". 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informality: on page 9, line 19, 
"15" should be -14-. Appropriate correction is required. 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: 

1 . the stitches comprised of a nylon based compound 

2. the first and second ends of the pillow being attached to the first and second 
connection members via a belt and buckle combination 

3. the first and second ends of the pillow being attached to the first and second 
resiliency tensioned arm supporting members via a belt and buckle combination 

4. the interior portion being at least partially filled with a down cushioning material 

5. the interior portion being partially filled with one or more cold packs 
6., pillow end including at least two outwardly projecting lobe portions 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-5, 12-17, 22-26 and 33-39 are objected to because the recitations "said first and 
second connection members" and "the interior portion" lack positive antecedent basis within the 
claims. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -42 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, alone or in combination, teaches a pillow having an exterior portion, an interior portion 
and first and second ends with each end attached to first and second connection members and 
first and second arm supporting members each respectively attached to the first and second 
connection members. However, the prior art of record fails to teach the arm supporting member 
being resiliently tensioned. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
